Augusla, Ga., May 9.—~(Speciai.)—About 
one hundred men assembled ut the ex- 
change this afternoon to hear Mr. Thomas 
G. Boggs, of Memphis, talk on “sound 
meney.” They were disappointed. Mr. 
Boggs had evidently become so impressed 
with the preponderance of silver senti- 
ment in Augusta thai he actually abandon- 
ed the idea of making any financial speech 
atall He mace absut a sive minutes’ talk, 
complimenting Avrusta and the Young 
Men's Business League, and said he Was 
not Pusing as a teacher of finance. 

AIL he was doing, he explained, was sim- 
bly hustling in the interest of Memphis to 
make the convention a success, and secure 
a good representation from Georgia. He 
refcrred to the two editoriais ot The Con- 
BStitution against him, and declared they 
Were giving him undue prominence. Mr. 
Bogss said he was not a statesman at ail, 
not even a politician, but he Wasa represen- 
tative und organizer of the Young Men's 
Business Leazsue of Memphis, and was 
interested in making the convention a 
success. He stated that there would be 
silver and gold men in the convention, and 
that he did not pretend to say what would 
be the action of the convention after the 
discussion of the financial question. 

He was not pretending to settle the ques- 
tion, but would leave the convention to do 
that. Everybody was interested in having 
the question seitled, and Augusta ought to 
have representation at th@ Agonveniion, 
He deprecated any political or partisan 
feeling in the matter. He then sat down 
amid painful silence which was unbroken 
unt!] Chairman Paul Mustin reminded the 
audience that the chair was ready to en- 
tertain any motion. Major Joseph 
Ganahl then moved that the chair appoint 
twelve -delezates, and silence prevailed, 

Chairman Mustin: ‘‘Do I hear a second?’ 

Major Ganahl: ‘The silence implies as- 
sent to the motion.” 

The chairman accepted this new teaching 
in parliamentary law and put the ques- 
tion. 

‘here were a few straggling yeas and 
no negative votes and then another pain- 


ful silence. 
His Second Inning. 


At this point Mr. George Murphy arose 


and assured Mr. Boggs that not all those. 


present were free silverites and they came 
to hear him. The few who were not, then 
applauded vigorously with canes and um- 
brellas and Mr. Boggs arose to take a 
second whick at the evidence. He talked 
about ten minutes, deciaring there was 
nothing in ‘‘Coin’s Financial School,” and 
arguing that improved agricultural ma- 
chinery, railroad transportation and m4inu- 
facturing facilities had caused low prices 
and not the gold standard. He declared 
that while he did not know what the Mem- 
phis convention would do, it would be un- 
alterably opposed to the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver at 16 tc 1. He said The 
Constitution charged him with represent- 
ing the Chicago Union Trust Company 
that had mortgages all over the south. 
He did represent tne company, but they 
did not have a single mortgage in the 
south, but had investment loans maturing 
in twenty years, and what is more the 
president of the company is for silver coin- 
age. | 

Speaker Fleming a Delegate. 

So far as Mr. Boggs’s financial talk was 
concerned it amounted to nothing. He 
evidently is not very conversant with the 
gold standard platitudes, or else he was 
oppressed by the fact that he was talking 
to an audience that was overwhelmingly 
opposed to him. After the meeting ad- 
journed Chairmin Mustin appointed the 
following dclegates:: H. B. King, P. B. 
Tobin, W. N. Merciér, George S. Murphy, 
-C. G. Goodrich, J. C. Lee, W. H. Fleming, 
James I. Gow, L A. Thomas, J.. Doughty, 
Cc. S Heard, Joseph Ganahl, Paul Mustin. 
Possibly one or two of these may go. The 
action was entirely perfunctory. The sil- 
ver men took nc part and offered no ob- 
jection. 

Mr. Boggs ts a pleasing and attractive 
young business man, but is neither a 
speaker nor an authority on finance. He 
goes to Macon tomorrow and to Atlanta 


on Saturday. 


M@ WARNING FROM COCKRELL. 


The Single Gold Standard Menns De- 
fent for Democrney. 
Washirgton, May 9.—fSenstor Cockreil left 
for his home in Missouri tonight, where he 
will remain until Octobcr, and will do 
what he can to mold the sentiment of his 
people in the dire:tion of the free coinage 
of silver, although he says his constituents 
are almost a unit on that question. Recent- 
ly he addressed 4 letter to scme of his 
democratic brethren on this subject, in 
which he reviews the late history of his 
party ané criticises the sale of bonds un- 
der the present adiiinistration during the 
Closing teurs of the last congress. He 
pleads for the “money of tho const-tution, 
gold and silver,’”’ and prophesies that if 
the democratic party adheres to the single 
gold standard it is doomed to defeat and 
feaster. If there are democrats who sup- 
pose their party can stand on this sincle 
gold standard, Scnator Cockrell says they 
should no lonzcr deceive themselves, nor 
longer refuse to look in the face the results 
that will follow the defeat, if not the 
disintegration, of tie democratic party 
upon the issuc that tempts them from 
the'r allegiance and makes them allies of 
foreicn and nplutocratic classes against 
American masses. | 


Texas Goldbugs. 

Waco, Tcx., May 9.—The goldbuzg conven- 
tion met here today, prominent democrats 
from all parts of the state being in at- 
tendance. Judge Rufus Hardy, of Navarro 
county. was elected chairman. Committees 
were appointed to draft resolutions, 

hes were made hy prominent demo- 
crats favoring sound money and protection 
of business interest. Delegates were selected 


to attend the Memphis goldbug convention. 
Resolutions were adopted strongly support- 
ing Cleveland and urging a thorough or- 
ganization of gold men. A split in the state 
party seems inevitable. 


CARLISLE TO SPEAK. 


Will Shortly Start Out on a “Sound 
Money” Campaign. 

Washingion, May 9.—Secretary Carlisle 
will deliver five speeches in favor of sound 
money, four of which will be made in Ken- 
tucky. In his native state he will deliver 
addresses at Covington, Bowiing Green, 
Louisville and Lexington, and one before 
the goldbug convention at Memphis, Tenn., 
on May 23d. The first speech in Keatucky 
Wht be made at Covington, his home, on 
May iSth, or 20th. From there he will go 
to Memphis, Tenn., and during the last 
week in May he wiii make speeches at the 
other three points named. The dates have 
yet to be fixed for these places. His first 
Specch, that at Covington, Ky., will be a 
democratic political address. It has been 
carefully prepared. and will be the key- 
note of the administration in its campaign 
for a “sound and safe currency” in opposi- 
tion to what it terms “silver monometai- 
lism.” The Memphis address will be strict- 
ly non-partisan. The other addresses will 
follow very closely the lines laid down in 
his Covington speech. Mr. Carlisle is in 
excelient healtn and fine voice, and is cap- 
able of sustaining his reputation as a forci- 
ble and effective public speaker. 


THE DRUMMER BOY OF MEMPHIS. 


Hon. Josiah Patterson Is Drumming 


New Orleans for Delegates. 


New Orleans, La., May 9.—Hon., Josiah® 


Patterson, member of congress from Ten- 
ressee, adidressed a large audience of busi- 
ness men at the Chamber of Commerce 
tonight in the interest of the goldbug con- 
vention to be held at Memphis on May 
23a. 

Colonel Patterson's argument was a mas- 
terly one for the single gold standard. He 
urged the people of New Orleans to send a 
delegate of their best and wisest men to 
the Memphis convention.

HOOPER REPLIES TO THE SPEAKER 


He States Why He Preferred Spending 
the Day with Evans.- 
Nashville, Tenn., May 9%.—(Special.)— 
While the senate was in committee of the 
whole today, Chairman Thompson remark- 
ed to Mr. Barly that he had become entire- 
iy too smart since his junketing trip to 
Chattanooga. Mr. Early objected to this, 
saying that he was entitled to the courte- 
Sies due a senator. Mr. Thompson apolo- 
gized to the senator for saying Mr. Early 

was smart. 

A bill was passed providing for the 
organization of associations of ex-confed- 
erate and ex-federal soldiers. Mr. Whit- 
thorne offered a substitute for Morgan’s 
penitentiary b‘ll, and the substitution was 
made. The bill provides for a penitentiary 
to accommodate 1,069 convicts at a cost 
of $350,000 under conditions similar to the 
old act of two years ago, ‘which was vio- 
lated and resulted in the seandal recently 
exposed. The bill will be taken up to- 


r morrow. 


The house passed the act validating con- 
tracts of foreign. corporations that had not 
filed their charters as required by law, 
and spent the whole afternoon discussing 
the bill appropriating $300,000 for the Ten- 
nessee centennial, but failed to reach a 
vote. 

Mr. Hooper arose to a question of privil- 
ege this morning on Speaker Pillow’s ref- 
erence to the absence of the republican 
members from the inauguration. He said 
they had preferred spending tne day with 
the man who was honestly, legally and 
fairly elected governor rather than sit in 
the capitol and indorse by their presence 
what they believed to be the consumma- 
tion of a political crime. 


THERE WAS NO ELECTION. 


Delaware Legislature Adjourns With- 
out Electing a Senutror. 

Dover, Del,. May 9,—The legislature ad- 
journed sine die at 3_o’clock p. m,. today 
without having elected a United States 
senator. In joint session 211 ballots were 
taken, the first ballot having been taken 
on January 15th, and there was at least 
one ballot on every day since that date, 
Sundays excepted. Just prior to the ade 
journment the speaker, Mr. McMullins, of 
the house, declared Henry A. Dupont elect- 
ed senator, McMullin’s declaration will, it 
is claimed, give ground for a contest in the 
United States senate. 


Fairchild Succeeds Grace. 

New York, May 9.—At a meeting of the 
executive committee of the New York state 
democracy, held last night at the head- 
quarters of the organization, the resig- 
nation of ex-Mayor William R. Grace, as 
chairman of the committee was accepted 
and Charles S. Fairchild was unanimously 
elected to fill the vacancy. 


Southern Banks Have Good Credit. 

New York, May 9.—A number of banks 
in Georgia, the Carolinas and Tennessee 
are borrowing here today and are paying 
an average of 4 per cent for money at 
maturity in October with agreement covcr- 
ing renewal at that time. 


Grenter New York Btll Defeated. 

Albany, N. Y., May 9%.—-The Lexow 
Greater New York bill has been lost in 
the senate on the final passage by a vote 
of ayes 14, nays 15, A motion to reconsider 
the vote was tabled. 
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SATOLLI DECLINES TO INTERFERE. 


Says He Cannot Retain Father Walsh 
at Chattanvoga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., May 9%.-—(Speciai.)-—- 
A letter was rece‘ved today from Mon- 
signor Satolli stating that he would not 
interfere in the case of Rev. Father Walsh, 
who protested to him against B'!shop 
Byrne’s crder removing him to another 
parish. The appeal of Father Walsh wWas 
signed by many of the leading citizens of 
Chatianooga. Among the letters written 

in his behalf was one by Mayor Ochs. 
./lu his reply, Monsignor Satolli says: ‘I 
cannot do anything to interfere directly in 
the changes contemplated by the bishop 
of the diocese. It is aitogether a matter 
of administration, and the bishop is. re- 
sponsible for the direction of the affairs 
not only of the diocese at large, but of 
every parish.”

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BLACKS ARE HAPPY 


Judge Goff, of the Federal Court, Is 


‘Praised by Carolina Negross. 


WILL VOTE WITH THE CONSERVATIVES. 


Dispensary Constables Are Ordered 
To Watch Blind Tigers. 


GOVERNOR EVANS CONTINUES DEFIANT 


He Jumps on Judge Simonton—Suspected 
Joints Are Visited by the Raid- 
ors at Charleston. 


Columbia, S. C., May 9.—The two de- 
cisions rendered by United States Judges 
Goff and Simonton yesterday, the one mik- 
ing a free ballot and the other sounding 
the death knel! of the dispensary law, ap- 
pirent!y have created a big stir all over 


the state, and some pretty wild talk is be- 


ing indulged in. 

The administration is more or less wor- 
ried. In official and legal circles noihing 
else was even thought of apparentiy and 
the negroes and liquor men were giving 
all their attention to the new order of 
things, brought about by these things. 
lor the present, Governor Evans and the 
state authorities are paying no attention 
Whatever to the registration matter. As 
Governor Evans has already said, he does 
not promise to call any extra session of 
the legislature or proceed further in the 
registration cases. However, as yet noth- 
ing has been finally decided in regard to 
this matter. 

Address of the Negroes. 

The negroes regard the matter as a sec- 
ond emancipation, and today the Ministeri- 
al Union, recently formed, of which every 
hegro minister is a member, an organiza- 
tion formed tq fight against their im- 
pending utter disfranchisement, issued an 
address, which thanks the _ attorneys 
in the case and “the many friends 
of the negroes in regard to their 
fight for emancipation from the cruel and 
unlawful registration laws which debarred 
white and black alike from the exercise 
of their constitutional franchise,” and pro- 
ceeds thus: 

“We beg to say further that we shall 


always prove true to that faction of white 


men who protected us in that awful re- 
gime of negro banishment and cruel 
threats which were poured upon the negro, 
even though he was quiet and as heipless 
as he was quiet. Now, that the clouds are 
driven away we shall vote for and with our 
White friends for good government, seek- 
ing only for that minority representation, 
Which any reasonable white man will ac- 
cord us. : 

“We recognize the fact that intelligence 
and money must rule, and to which we 
cheerfully subscribe. There shall never 
arise by our assistance, the condition of 
affairs so recently laid low by the decision 
of the federal courts. 

“It is the purpose of the ministers to 
call a conference, as soon as we can learn 
the condition, and advise our people to 
vote only tor cur white friends among the 
conservatives. We Wo not purpose to fol- 
low the defunct republicans, hitherto 
styled leaders. We believe in decent men 
for state officers, even among them and 
if such can’t be had, we shall have all 
democrats. It matters but little to us, at 
any rate, so far as local politics is con- 
cerned. 

Will Follow the Whites. 

“We are republicans, which we do not 
deny, but we must live here with our 
democratic white neighborss iexperience 
taught us this, and no man, white or 
black, will ever be able again to lead the 
negroes as they did in former days. Now 
that peace has come between the races, 
we mean to maintain it.’’ 

The white friends they refer to are not 
in the faction which at present has con- 
trol of the state. The administration people 
were today giving all their attention to the 
dispensary decision and injunction, and 
studying up its effect, in consultation with 
their friends, with a view to definitely de= 
termining ‘the course the state would pur- 
sue. This afternoon it became known that 
the administration and the dispensary au- 
thorities had decided to take advantage of 
a peculiarity in the decision—a necessary 
peculiarity—in order to evade the operation 
of Judge Simonton’s injunction in certain 
cases and to save the constables from 
punishment for contempt of court in cases 
where such seizures were made, The order 
says that no liquor shall be molested in any 
way that is brought into the state for indi- 
vidual use. Now the scheme is to make the 
constables seize stuff that is sent in where 
they think that it is not for personal use, 
making them the judges. Then if hauled 
up for contempt they can set up the de- 
fense that they were convinced that the 
stuff was for other than individual use. 
And the same scheme i!s to apply to 
searches. This raises a nice question as to 
where the onus is thrown to prove that 
the liquor was brought for personal use, 
This is a plain statement of the plan. How 
it will work is a matter for Judge Simon- 
ton’s consideration. | 

The Order to Constables. 

Carrying out this plan, the following cir- 
cular of instructions to constables was to- 
night issued: 

“To Constables: Seize all Hquor coming 
into the state for other than personal usc, 
Guard and watch ‘blind tigers’ carefully, 
and seize all liquor in the possession cf 
‘blind tigers’ or of those engaged in the 
illicit traffic of Mquor.” | 

The circular was sent out by the state 
board of control, of which Governor Evans 
is the chairman. 

Thjs afternoon in the presence of a large 
crowd of curious persons, several consta- 
bles stood by and saw several crates of 
beer unloaded at the union depot here 
without interfering. At a country town one 
defiant constable made a seizure, saying h 
knew of the injunction. 

Governor Evans jumped on Judge Simon- 
ton a little today in regard to the registra- 
tion cases, saying that while Judge Simon- 
ton did not sit with Judge Goff, he ‘“‘desired 
it understood distinctly that Judge Simon- 
toh had an opportunity of sitting, and 
was requested by the counsel for the sate, 
not only to sit himself with Judge Goff, 
but if possible to secure the presence of 
Chief Justice Fuller.’’ r 

Governor Evans said further: *‘He evident- 
ly refused to comply with this request, and 
while not actually sitting on the bench, 
yet it is known that he was in consulta- 
tion with Judge Goff. Let the responsibility 
rest where it belongs.”’ 

Judge Simonton is a South Carolinian. 


CONSTABLES VERY BUSY. 


Thy Visit Suspected Places at Short 
Intervals but Find Nothing. 


Charleston, 8S. C., May 9.—(Special.)—The | 


dispensary constables here are on the war 
path today, presumably under instructions 
from Columbia. They seem to be aggra- 
vated by Judge Simonton’s decision of yes- 
terday, granting a permanent injun¢tion 
prohibiting the enforcement of that part 
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of the obnoxious law which is in conflict 
with the interstate commerce law, or they 
have been instructed to be more rigid than 
they have been in the past. Places they 
suspect of selling liquor, they repeatedly 
visited at short intervals all during the 
morning and they were not as courteous 
as formerly in going about the places 
and searching. No seizures of liquor were 
made. The New York steamer arrived {o0- 
day. It is not thought that they will vio- 
late the injunction granted by Judge Si- 
monton. A few drummers for liquor 
houses arrived here today and by the end 
of the week it is expected that the state 
will be flooded with them. The dispensary 
is not popular with people who are well 
to do and the business in the finer grades 
will be enormous.

A Bill Pending To Appropriate $7,000 
for the Exposition, 

Hartford, Conn., May 9.—The committee 
on manufactures today reported in the sen- 
ate a resolution regarding the Cotton States 
and International exposition at Atlanta, 
Ga. It provides that Governor Coffin shall 
appoint six commissioners, three men and 
three women, to arrange for a representa- 
tion of Connecticut's industries at the At- 
lanta exposition, September 15th to Decem- 
ber 31, 1895. The sum of $7,000 is named to 
be appropriated as expenses. Senator Birge, 
chairman of the committee, requested that 


the resolution be passed immediately, but. 


it was tabled for calendar and printing— 
the regular course. It will come up for 
action in the senate next week. 


MILLS TO SHUT DOWN. 


Operatives Are Surprised at the Stand 
of the Owners. 

Olneyville, R. IJ., May 9.—The _ strike 
Situation does not favor the strikers. 
M‘!l operatives have been expecting a 
collapse of the stand taken by the mill 
owners. They counted surely on the in- 
ability of manufacturers to keep the agree- 
ment to shut down the mills on May 13th, 
for the reason that orders must be filled. 
But now comes the announcement that 
the Riverside miils will positively shut 
down next Saturday afternoon. A _ portion 
of the help in that mill went out Monday 
for the reason that the weavers. struck 
and as the mill owners do not think it at 
all profitable to run the mill if they cannot 
have ail the departments in operation the 
mills will shut down. Bosses at Riverside 


} mills have notified help that the mills 


will close Saturday, and so remain until 
October Ist. 

At the Saxon mills four loom-fixers have 
returned to work and samples of spring 
goods are being turned out. . ; , 

The other manufacturers are preparing 
to get out samples and will probably be 
able to get weavers for that purpose in a 
few days, as the strike begins to look weak. 

The action of the national council of the 
Textile Union yesterday in indorsing the 
Atlantic mills strike is nothing more than 
could be expected; for the help went out 
under full sanction of the district colncil 
and in accordance with the constitution of 
the union. The quasi recognition of the 
other strikers was brought about by the 
council, Rhode Island having thirty-five of 
preponderance of the local vote in the fifty 
odd delegates. PLR AOOME : 

The statement fs made'that.the treasury 
of the National Textile Union is exhausted 
and less than $ is now on hand. This 
means that the strikers must depend upon 
voluntary contributions from the operatives 
in other states and it is not possible that 
they can get anywhere near the amount 
they need. 

The local unions had about $4,000 when 


: the strike began. The national fund was 


$5,000. There are 8,500 operatives out of 
work, and they were earning between 
$50,000 and $60,000 a week. . 
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ALL QUIET AT THE MINES. 


Soldiers Are Nearly Tired Oat with 
Their Rough Service. 
Roanoke, Va., May 9.—Everything is quiet 
in the coal fields. The Southwest company 
began paying off their men shortly after 
noon today. Those living tn the company’s 
houses will not be paid until they vacate. 
Only a few men arrived today. The troops 
are having rough guard service and many 
of them are getting worn out. More tro&ps 
or reliefs are probable unless the situation 
improves, The latter is more likely as the 
expenses are alredy very heavy and Major 
Simons is not disvosed to ask for reinforce- 
ments unless it ts absoiutely necessary. 


Another Strike Settled. 
Baltimore, May 9.—The_ strike of 4,000 
coat makers ten days ago is practically 
settled..It is probable that all will be 
at work if a day or two. The increase 
from 20 to 30 per cent over former wages 
was agreed to by the manufacturers in 
lieu of the 50 per cent demanded. The 
strikers also obtained concessions from the 
contractors, which were, they stated, as 
desirable as an increase in wages. 


Granted the Demands. 

Sharon, Pa., May 9.-—-The furnacemen’s 
strike at Sharon and Harpsville furnaces 
was settled this morning, the operators 
granting the demands of their striking 
employes. Work was resumed at once. 
The increased wages makes glad the heatfts 
of about fifteen hundred men in Sharon, 
Sharpsville and West Middlesex.

MACEO ISSUES A PROCLAMATION 


He Calls His Countrymen To Arms To Do 
Battle for Liberty—Cuba’s Free- 
dom Seems Aasured. 


Santiago de Cuba, May 2, via Tampa, 
Fla., May 9.—(From the Staff Correspon- 
dent of the United. Press,)—Instead of the 
short, sharp and decisive campaign which 


‘General Martinez Campos was to have 


inaugurated, the Spanish forces have 
shown their utter inability to put down the 
insurrection and it is now plain that the 
struggle is to be long continued and at- 
tended with the sacrifice of many lives 
and the expenditure of many millions of 
dollars of Spanish money. Even then 
there is no certainty that Spain will re- 
tain the island of Cuba, for from the mo- 
ment that Campos landed and issued his 
proclamation, alienating the support of 
the autonomists, there have been large 
accessions to the insurgent ranks, and now 
that Maceo, Gomez and Marti have reach- 
ed the base of operations, people are leav- 
ing the plantations and towns by hundreds 
to join them, so that the rebel chiefs have 
more men than they can arm. 

The plantations at Santa Anna, and all 
in the vicinity of Jarahueca, ere deserted 
and the sugar crop is unfinished. Among 
those now in the camps of the insurgents 
are many who fought in the rebellion of 


| €ighteen years ago. The insurgents in 


the field are nearly all blacks or mulattos, 
but they are courageous, They obey or- 
ders, and they know how to handle a gun 
and their skill with the machette is mar- 
velous. Their warfare is that of the 
guerrilla, but it is systematic and effective. 

Antonio Maceo is a major general and 


supreme in command of the rebel forces 


in the province of Santiago de Cuba. Max- 
imo Gomez holds the same rank and posi- 
tion in Puerto Principe, which is expected 
to rise upon his arrival at the frontier. 
Jose Maceo is a general, Garcion, Perez, 
Goulet and Planes are colonels, and there 
are majors and lieutenants, as in a regu- 


lar army, With each band are- some 
mounted men, and Pandera, in the Manzun- 


illo district, is said to have three hun- 
dred horsemen. In all their recent fights 
with Spanish troops the guerfilas have 
chosen the position and in most cases 
caught the regulars unawares. General 
Maceo has ordered his chiefs to take no 
risks by giving battle in the open field, 
but to fight only when in superior position 
or having superior numbers. 

Maceo'’s Procinnation. — | - 

Maceo’s proclamation issued from Jara- 
hteca last week is as follows: 

“To arms, courageous Cubans! I ad- 
dress you who had the glory of conquer- 
ing the Spanish forces during the memor- 
able struggle of ten years. It is an honor 
to me to invite you to a contest newly 
begun for our sovereignty, I advise you 
that the principle I bring engraved in my 
heart with characters of the purest patriot- 
ism -will never be blemished with un- 
productive transactions and shameful con- 
ventions. It is that noble and sincere 
principle which means for Cuba to be 
free and independent. You must remem- 
ber that the false promises of General 
Martinez Campos took you to the scaffold, 


to deportations, and to prison in great - 


numbers, -and you were also prosecuted 
by several Spanish generals who spread 
terrer and desolation in the private homes 
of Cuban famikes, destroying your own 


future.

that ignominious and cppressive yoke and

To fully understand the failure of the 
Spanish troops in the field, one should 
follow a regiment for a week after its 
arrival from Spain; that interval transforms 
plump, red-cheeked soldiers into wan, 
wasted wretches, foot-sSore, weak and utter- 
ly incapable of fighting rough mountain- 
eers. In the first place the Spanish army is 
an undisciplined mob. The youthful con- 
seripts are never drilled and know nothing 
of range or volley firing, They are treated 
vith the greatest inhumanity by their offi- 
cers. The army has absolutely nothing in 
the shape of camp equipments and there is. 
no commissart department for field work. 
Troops are fed when they are at barracks, 
When they make long marches. into the 
interior they go without food. An inter- 
val of three days between rations is not 
uncommon, and this while the troops are 
marching over terribly rough roads, under 
a boiling sun, with no protection at night 
from the heavy dews. 

Hard Treatment for Troops. 

General Salcedo’s expedition in pursuit of 
Maceo last week was a failure and a fair 
instance of the manner Spain trats her 
trocps. Fifteen hundred men were rushed 
in box cars to Songo, the end of the rail- 
road, twenty-five miles from _ here. They 
were then marched twenty miles further to 
Jarahueca, where they encountered Maceo’s 
rear guard, exchanged shots and followed to 
Then they marched back to 


Ensenada. 
Songo. Had they continued the pursuit 


they would have ended in a defile in the 
mountains where Maceo had set a trap for 
them. As it was they were in a pitiable 
eondition when they reached Songo. They 
haa seareely any food while away from 
Songo, and ate like starved men upon their 
return. They lay around on the ground 
in the shade all day last Sunday, resting 
and nursing their blistered and swollen 
feet. 

Your correspondent saw dozens of men 
who had thrown away their shoes and torn 
up blankets and underciothing and wrap- 
ped about their feet. Twenty men were 
placed in the hospital with yellow fever, 
as the result of their exposure. | 

Yellow Fever in the Army. 

Sunday night General Salcedo returned 
to Santiago by train and the troops were 
to follow on later troins. A wreck on 
the read delayed all trains and troops were 
ordered to march there. They arrived 
Monday evening, nearly dead and, and 
were at once loaded on a steimer and 
sent to Manzanillo. Similar treatment, 
and the lack of clean linens, has caused 
yellow fever to appear before the rainy 
season h23s set in and much before it was 
expected by the residents. There are forty 
cases in the hospital here, although the 
authorities will not admit it. The sending 
of large bodies of troops to Gibara on the 
north coast and Manzanillo on ‘the south 
coast is understood to be for the purpose 
of throwing a line of Spenish soldiers 
across the island to prevent the insurgents 
from extending their operations westward. 
The line will follow the railroad from 
Gibara to Holguin and then be continued 
southwest through Viconte and La Mula to 
Bayamo, which is in the center of the 
Manzanillo district. General Valdez is in 
command at Gibara, and General La Cham- 
bre at Bayamo.

Baptists by the Hundreds at the Na- 
tional Capital. 
Washington, May 9,—Southern Baptists 
are swarming into Washington on ot 
the railroads from that section of the coun- 
try and the Norfolk boat arriving this 

morning brought 800 of them. 

The convention does not formally asseme- 

le until tomorrow ‘morning, but there are 
other allfed organizations which hold- 
ing their sessions coincident with the main 
gathering, and these suffice to bring dele- 
gates on+ahead, as well as members ot 
these organizations, who may not be them- 
selves accredited delegates to the conven- 
tion. 

It is the semi-centennial meeting of the 
convention, and this fact alone would make 
it one of the most interesting in the life of 
the organization since it separated from the 
northern branch of the church, in 1845. This 
being a delegate body, whose members are 
chosen, as a rule, by ballot from the 
churches or societies which they are here 
to represent, it may be said to comprise 
in ‘ts ranks the leading lights of the denom- 
ination in the south. 

The series of meetings was inaugurated 
last evening with the annual session of the 
Baptist Educational Society, which was 
held at the First Baptist church, on Elev- 
enth street. 

This morning there was a conference upon 
the question of organizing the Young Peo- 
ple’s societies of the Southern Baptist 
churches into a body to co-operate with 
the convention in directing the work amone 
the young people, It was called to order by 
Rey. Dr. R. H. Pitt, editor of The Religious 
Herald. and Professor P. H. Mell, of Ala- 
bama. was made moderator and O, F. Greg- 
ory, of Maryland, secretary. 

A number of propositions were presented 
to the meeting, among them one to poste 
pone the consideration of the subject for a 
year. Finally it was agreed to refer all 
of the different propositions to a special 
committee, which will report later on.

Tomorrow morning at 9 o’clock the mect- 
ing of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Union will be held at the Calvary Baptist 
church, when an address of welcome will 
be delivered by Mrs. Stakcely, the wife of 
the pastor of the First Baptist church. 

As the delegates are not expected to haye 
all registered before tomorrow, it is not 
possible to estimate the size of the crowd 
which will be here, but it is believed that 
2000 would be a conservative estimate. Dr. 
Stakely said a day or two ago that from 
the way applications for accommodations 
were pouring in he thought there would 
be in the neighborhood of a thousand dele- 
gates present when the convention is called 
to order tmorrow. Many of these will doubt- 
less have other members of their familHes 
with them and these will go to swell the 
size of the gathering.

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OHIO’S COMING FIGHT. 


Both Republicans and Democrats May 
Show Up with a Candidate. 
Washington, May 9.—(Special.)—Perhaps 
the most interesting contest which will 
occur in any state this year wil! be that 
in Ohio. Upon the result may depend 
the fate of two big presidential possibili- 
ties, and the successive maneuvers in the 
suckeye State will therefore be watched 
very closely by the observers of the great 
national game of politics. Ohio has during 
the past few years been anything but a 
big factor, but she seems again pregnant 
with possibilities. She furnished two presi- 
dents in succession—Hayes and Garfield, 
but her favorite sons of both parties have 
had their ambitions wrecked on the shoals 
and in the whiripools of party dissension. 
Allen G. Thurman, the old Roman, twice 
fel] at national conventions’ through 
the treachery of the jealous politicians of 
his own and John Sherman -was 
nored down to defeat by the conspirators 
in own party. Today Governor Mc- 
Winley an open candidate for the re- 
publican nomination. His emissaries are 
in every state, and with the convention a 
year away he looks the most formidable 
man in the field. But time may play Mc- 
Kinley as it® played Sherman. Foraker 
may prove his Brutus. They are rival 
chieftains in Ohio; they are at the head 
of separate factions. McKinley and Sher- 
man have up to this time had the best 
of the contest. Foraker h@s felt their 
cold steel and his wounds rankle. After 
he had secured a majority of the legisla- 
ture.. pledged to his election as United 
States senator two years ago, Sherman, 
With the aid of the state patronage turn. 
over to him by McKinley, bought up 
Foraker men as in the olden days he 
Was wont to buy up southern delegations, 
and he was. elected, although protesting 
to the last that he did not want another 
term. Now Foraker is again a candidate 
for the senate before the legisiature to be 
elected this fall. With McKinley in the 
field for president and desirous of harmony 
in the republican ranks, his friends sought 
to conciliate Foraker, and they at first 
raised the objection to his candidacy. They 
began industriously, however, to get up 
the pins for the gubernatorial nomination. 
Suddenly Foraker realized that he had 
better take counsel of the past. With a 
McKinley man in the governor’s caafr, 
state patronage could again be used to buy 
up republican members of the legislature, 
and he would again lose the prize. He 
resolved not to be twice defeated by the 
trick and after some ‘little time al! 
disguise was thrown off and the Mckinley 
Foraker. factions are today open 
war. fighting with might and main each 
to secure the nomination of his particular 
candidate. Asa Bushnell, a wealthy Spring. 
field manufacturer, is a candidate of 
Foraker, and George K. Nash, a leading 
representative lawyer of Columbus, is Mc. 
Kinley’s man. The result will determine 
McKinley’s fate at the next republican 
national convention. McKinley resembles 
Napoleon. Well, this will be his Waterloo 
or his Austerlitz. He must not only de. 
feat Foraker, but he must crush out all 
his power in Ohio between now and the 
time the convention meets, or Foraker 
will be there at the head of a part of the 
Ohio delegation to slaughter his chances. 
The friends of McKinley here do not un. 
restimate the strength of his enemy; 
his ability and political shrewdness are 
unquestioned, and those who know Foraker 
best now most fear for the result of this 

battle for supremacy. 

The democracy of Ohio is getting ready 
to. take advantage of this split in the 
ranks of the opposition, and an effort is 
on foot to -harmonize all the factions. 
Senator Brice, it is said, is moving heaven 
and earth to patch up a truce with ex- 
Governor Campbell, the gallant Ohio lead- 
er, and induce him to run for governor, If 
Campbell will run he agrees to that 
the democrats carry the legislature. It 
was largely his money that pulled the 
ticket through in 1885. Of course Brice’s 
purpose is to secure a re-election to the 
senate, and he realizes that Campbell 
could greatly strengthen the ticket. The 
worst feature of the outlook as far as 
the democrats. are concerned is the money 
question, upon which they are divided in 
Ohio Isewheore. Brice is with the ad- 
ministration for eaid. if ex-Governor 
Campbell is elected governor of Ohio this 
fall. he will loom up as a presidential 
possibility like a rock in storm. There 
a possibility then that Ohio will fur- 
nish rival candidates for the presidency 
next year on the republican and democratic 
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Sir Robert Peel.

The Enterprise Is Being Nursed by 
Capitalists of Athens. 

Athens, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The ques- 
tion of generating electricity as a power 
to move machinery is receiving a great 
deal of attention at the hands of a num- 
ber of business men in Athens. 

They believe that nothing could bring 
Athens to the front more quickly than 
such a movement and they are not merely 
talking but are actively at work. 

The Athens Street Railway Company a 
short while since purchased a magnificent 
water power at Mitchell’s bridge, three 
miles from the city, and have already had 
all the necessary surveys made and the 
orders for all necessary machinery will be 
placed in a few days. They propose to 
bring five or six hundred horse power 
to the city to sell to various manufactories 
at prices far below that of steam power. 

These gentlemen will probably be the 
first in Georgia to accomplish such an un- 
dertaking and it will afford not only profit 


to them but inducements to manufactur- 


ers to locate here. 

Twelve miles from Athens is Barnett 
shoals on the Oconee river where a natur21 
four-thousand horse power can easily be 
utilized. The plan is being discussed to 
chain the river to electric dynamos and 
run that large power into Athens at an 
early date. As yet nothing has fully ma- 
terialized on this proposition. Athens is 
steadily working up interest in small 
manufactories. Within the last few 
months there have been established here 
a broom factory, a Knitting mill, a pants 
factory and others are being talked of.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVORERS TO MEET 


The Young People Assemble in Birmiag- 
bam Tomorrow— Railway Changes 
Rumored on the Southern. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 9.—(Special,)—in 
the United States court here a case has 
been filed by the Central Trust Company of 
New Y¥ork, against the Alabama Iron ana 
Steel Company, and Carrie S, Plumb, u 
resident and citizen of the state of Kansas. 

The suit is a demand for a reciever to 
take chage of the property of the defend- 
ants and also for an injunction to prevent 
officers, directors, agents and employes 
of the defendant company from interfering 
with the property in dispute. 

The plaintiffs aver that $500,000 was bor- 
rowed, for which 500 bonds were issued 
payable on the lst day of February, 1520, 
in gold coin, and that the bonds should bear 
interest at 6 per cent. It is averred that the 
defendant company has defaulted on the 
interest, and receivers are prayed for to 
take charge of the mortgaged property and 
earnings and proceeds thereof, with power 
to use and operate same. . 

The amount alleged due the plaintiffs is 
$14,850. 

Judge Bowman ordered that the defend- 
ants show cause at Montgomery, Ala., at 
10 o’clock a. m, on the 15th day of May, 1895, 
why the injunction and receiver prayed 
for should not be granted. 

The defendant company was one of the 
biggest land, iron and steel companies in 
the state for some time.

The committee held a conference with 
regard to the i6-cent rate on piece lumber 
to all points on the Ohio river. This rate 
WHI enable the north Alabama men to con. 
trol the lumber trade of Louisville, Nash- 
ville and Cincinnati. 

The lumber trade is in a vastly improved 
condition. The price on piece stuff has ad- 
vanced $3 per thousand feet, and it is not 
improbable that heart-face rift flooring 
will soon find a market in New England at 
an advance of $3 to $. 

Rumors of all sorts are to be heard 
among the railroad men here, and a change 
all around is on the tapis sincé the South- 
ern railway secured control of the Ala- 
bama Great Southern, according to the 
talk. It is given out that Mr. Fitzgerald, 
general freight agent for the Southern rail- 
way, western division, with headquarters 
in Knoxviile, is to go with the Memphis 
and Charleston, with headquarters in 
Memphis. Mr. Fitzgerald's position will be 
filled by Mr. Haiden Miller, the division 
freight agent of the Southern railway, of 
this city. Mr. Miller, according to the 
rumor, will be moved to Knoxville. Mr. 
Miller’s place in this city is to be taken by 
Mr. W. A. Moody, who at present is in 
the freight department here. 

In connection with this rumor, which is 
one of the most rife started here in some- 
time, it is given out that Mr. T. F. Steele, 
division freight agent of the Queen and 
Crescent here, is to go with the Louisville 
and Nashville road. Mr. Steele is one of 
the finest freight men in the south, and 
should he make a change, the road getting 
his services would be doing well. When 
the subject was broached to Mr. Steele yes- 
terday he said there was nothing in it, but, 
notwithstanding his denial the rumor keeps 
up. 

The government has paid its judgments, 
secured by letter carriers and other post- 
office employes ‘of this city. The amount 
paid was nearly $6,000, and the carriers 
and employes received from $50 to $600 
apiece. 

During Postmaster Houston’s administra- 
tion a strike occurred among the force of 
letter carriers and postoffice employes, over 
the introduction of negro carriers and em- 
ployes into the office. 

Some of the men who remained on duty 
had to do considerable overtime work, and 
when everything had been settled down 
and the office was put in good working vor- 
der again a claim was made on the gov- 
ernment for pay for the overtime. The 
government stipulates the number of hours 
which shall constitute a day’s work. These 
men worked considerably over this time. 

The claim was put in the courts and 
judgments were given the men. The 
amounts summed up about $6,000. 

Auguste Dummelmont, a Frenchman, 
was killed yesterday in the mines at Coal- 
burg.

Howell Osborne's Will. 

Howell Osborne’s will thas been ad- 
mitted to probate. He died on the 6th of 
February last. He left no real estate in 
this state and his personal property does 
not exceed $10,000. 

The will gives $1,000 worth of pictures, 
works of art and silverware to his cousin, 
Henrietta Olive Trowbridge, and to Wil- 
liam B. Oliver and G. H. Worrmer, his 
private secretary, pictures and other works 
of art to the value of $500. Out of the res- 
idue of the estate the testator leaves to Fay 
Templeton such property as she may select 
of value not exceeding $100,000. 

The will gives all the residue, including 
his interest in estates he is entitled to un- 
der the wills of relatives and whatever else 
is due him, to the executors in trust, the 
income and whole or any part of the prin- 
cipal of which is to be applied in their 
discretion to the use of his cousin, Henri- 
etta Olive Trowbridge, for life. Upon her 
death, if she has mo descendants, the in- 
come is to be applied to the benefit of Min- 
nie Garson for life. At her decease the 
property is to go to George H. Church, of 
Ridgefield, N. J., or to his legal representa- 
tive.

It does seem to me that there ought to be 
some discretion :odged in the police justices 
in the determination of these cases, but 
there is none, and the young man who has 
suffered his first lapse from sobriety has 
to be herded with the vilest and lowest of 
the community.” 

How To Reform Cats. 

The cat show which will begin in Madison 
Square garden tomorrow is expected to be 
of substantial benefit to the owners and 
breeders of cats. The presentation in com- 
petition of many carefully selected speci- 
mens of rare breeds is counted upon to 
excite emulation and thus advance values. 
It will doubtless do more. It will establish 
values. The prices‘which rule at the public 
or private sales during or following the 
show will be precedents for future transac- 
tions. The exhibit will bring together great 
numbers of buyers and sellers, and from 
this meeting commercial good is certain to 
result. In this respéet the show is as- 
sured of success, but it is to be hoped that 
the projectors of this excellent enterprise 
will not rest here. With the advancement 
in prices there should be an improvement 
in feline characteristics. This is a serious 
question, and one well worth the attention 
of every thoughtful feline culturist. 

Does breeding help cats otherwise than 
to advance their value? We all know what 
breeding has done for horses and dogs. 
Will it do the same for cats? Is the cat 
with the spotless pedigree a better mouser 
than the speckled tabby of mongrel family 
or uncertain antecedents, or is she tidier 
in her habits? Is she less given to midnight 
prowlings and moonlight festivals of song 
on the backyard fence? Are her morals any 
better than those of her humble cousin? 
If high breeding does not work improve- 
ment along these lines, of what real bene- 
fit is it to the world? The rearing of costly, 
long-haired, albino, short-tailed and even 
tailless cats cannot be set down as an ad- 
vancement in civilization unless there is a 
corresponding refinement in their nature. 
Evironment may better feline nature, but, 
judging from the experience of the past, 
surroundings have little real influence upon 
heredity, Some of the noisiest and most 
wayward street cats are the offspring of 
most respectable tabbies accustomed*® from 
infancy to moral influences. Many‘of these 
abandoned characters are probably not 
wholly to blame for their condition, having 
been turned adrift early in life from mo- 
tives of domestic economy, but the fact 
remains that the stay-at-home quality is 
not inherent in the cat. It is senerally the 
result of restraint. It is only in the frolic- 
some days of her kittenhood that the cat 
is a home body. In its adult condition itis 
a roisterer and a profligate, a serenader 
and in many cases a sad ingrate. Can the 


cat show change these conditions? Is there 


something in feline culture that the world 
of science does not know which this ex- 
hibit.can make plain? If there is, and if it 
be along the spiritual line, the show can- 
not’ begin too soon or last too long.

The Gold Syndicate and the Treasury 

We reproduce elsewhere in today’s 
Constitution from The Chattanooga 
Times, a violent gold standard organ, a 
special dispatch that was sent to Colo- 
nel IKollsaat’s republican and goldbug 
organ, The Chieago Post, by its Wash- 
ington correspondent. 

The matter eontained in the dispateh 
is very interesting. It sets forth that 
the bond syndicate, having nearly com- 
pleted the payments for the last issue 
of bonds, is now preparing to corner 
the gold market. The statement 
made that the agents of the syndicate 
are now buying up the output of all pri- 
vite gold refineries and are accumulat- 
ing the refined gold at the rate of from 
two to three millions a month. 

The falling off in the deposits of gold 
ar the mints attracted the attention of 
the officials, and inquiry developed the 
fact that the syndieate which has been 
placed in control of the treasury by 
Mr. Cleveland, was buying all the re- 
fined gold it could lay hands on and 
piying a premium for it. The premium 
paid for most of the gold that has been 
bought ranged from one-eighth to one- 
half of 1 per cent, but recently the 
agents of the syndicate have been of- 
fering higher rates. 

The faet is set forth in the dispatch 
to the goldbug organ that the syndicate, 
having cleared more than $10,000,000 on 
its recent bond deal with Mr. Cleveland, 
is anxious for another issue of bonds, 
As the members of the syndicate can 
corner the gold market when they 
choose, and by means of their agents, 
clean out the gold in the treasury with- 
out any trouble, there is no reason to 
doubt that the people will have another 
bond issue saddled on them before con- 
gress meets—perhaps two more. 

But the point that we do not under- 
stand is the note of complaint that per- 
vades the special dispatch to the gold- 
bug organ. What is the trouble? Did 
any goldbug or goldbug organ expect 
the gentlemen of the syndicate to take 
hold of the treasury at the invitation 
of Cleveland and get nothing out of 
the transaction? Is the opinion still 
prevalent that the men who compose 
the syndicate are carrying on business 
merely to promote their digestive appa- 
ratus? 

If it be said that Mr. Cleveland had 
already allowed them a royalty of ten 
millions and a half on the bond trans- 
action, and that they ought to be sat- 
istied, the reply is that gentlemen of en- 
terprise are continually looking forward 
to new developments. If they find a 
new crop of golden clover growing 
where they have just reaped the old 
one, would it pay them to throw away 
their scythe? As business men who 
are hunting for profits, they will reap 
the second crop and likewise the after- 
math. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
syndicate did not seize the ireusury. 
They did not capture it by force. When 
Mr. Cleveland, for the benefit of the 
Shylock eluss, violated the spirit and 
purport of our currency laws, and al- 
lowed noteholders to demand gold in 
redemption of notes payable in either 
gold or silver at the discretion of the 
treasurer, he committed a wrong that 
has cost the people millions upon 
millions - of dollars, and that 
will cost them millions more. 
The Rothschilds, Gyatching matters 
from the other’ side, immediately 
organized a raid on the treasury gold. 
A bond issue was made, but the price 
was too high for the Rothschilds. The 
bonds - were taken in Wall street. 
Another raid was begun, and another 
issue foreed. The bonds were still too 
high. Another raid was begun, but by 
this time Mr. Cleveland had found out 
what the trouble was, and, like the ac- 
commodating man that he is where very 
rich men are concerned, he called on 
the Rothschilds to come to his relief. As 
that is a part of their business, they 
came at once. They were as accommo- 
dating as Mr, Cleveland. They said 
that if they could get bonds at their 
own price they would take them, pro- 
vided they were also given charge of 
the people’s treasury, together with an 
option on such other bond issues as 
might be made before October. Mr. 
Cleveland agreed to their proposition at 
once and thanked them kindly for their 
consideration. 

Now, wiile we admit that this whole 
transaction is an infamous outrage that 
ought to damn the Cleveland admin- 
istration in the eyes of all honest men, 
we eannot, for the life of us, see why 
the goldbugs, or any of*the organs and 
agents of Shylockism, should make a 
complaint. The whole situation of the 
treasury is just what the single gold 
standard has made it, ; 

Only a few months ago the gold 
standard press were exulting over the 
bond deal, and was loud in its song 
of praise for both Mr, Cleveland and the 
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Now they continue to praise Mr, Cleve- 
land, but they are beginning to give 
evidence of violent symptoms against 
the syndicate. 

For the life of us we do not see where 
the bond syndicate is to blame. With 
those who compose the syndicate the 
transaction was a business matter pure 
and simple. They were out for collat- 
eral, and they were fortunate enough 
to strike a soft snap at Washington. 
They did nothing more than other busi- 
hess men, fortunate enoug to be 
brought in reach of such a. bargain, 
would have done. Neither Mr. Morgan 
nor his copartners are in business for 
their health. Transactions in stocks and 
bonds, in gold, and other such 
class material, make up the routine of 
their daily business. It is their busi- 
ness to look out for bargains and the 
fuct that they drove a very close bar- 
gain with Mr. Cleveland reflects dis- 
credit on Mr. Cleveland rather than on 
the purchasers. Almost any 
man placed in Mr. Morgan’s position 
would have done just what he did, but 
there is not one business man in ten 
thousand who, placed in Mr. Cleveland’s 
position, would have made the govern- 
ment a party to such a monstrous con- 
tract, 

The trouble with the gold standard 
press now is that it is attaching blame 
Where it does not belong. It is not Mr. 
Morgan and the bond syndicate who 
have gotten the government into trouble 
Which has come from the administra- 
tion’s policy in signing away the free- 
dom of the government when it deliv- 
ered its credit to the bond syndicate. 
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Carlisle and Secretary Smith can shake 
hands very heartily. One was for unlim- 
ited silver coinage and the other for the 
free coinage of silver until they were 
swamped by Clevelandism. Carlisle now 
says he would rather vote for a republican 
than for a free coinage democrat, We 
shall probably hear from Secretary Smith 
on that subject after a while.

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GENERAL GEORGIA GOSSIP. 


The Calhoun Times gives this interesting 
gossip of local history: 

_‘“‘It will be remembered that the state of 
Georgia made a survey of the Cherokee 
lands in 1882. The territory was cut into 
large counties. Among those formed at 
this time were Cherokee, Floyd, Murray 
and Cass. Cass county embraced all of 
what is now Bartow, Gordon and a slip 
off the south side of Murray. The county 
was named for Hon. Lewis Cass, of Ohio, 
at that time one of the leading citizens of 
the United States. Cassville was the coun- 
ty seat and the white population of the 
county increased very rapidly from the 
time of its formation. Cartersville was 
very early founded and named in honor of 
Colonel F. Carter, of Milledgeville. George 
White, writing of Cass county in 1848, 
Says that Cartersville has 1530 inhabitants, 
four or five stores and a hotel. But Cass. 
ville was then a considerable place, num- 
being 900 inhabitants and doing tmmense 
business. Kingston was named in honor 
of Colonel John P. King, of Augusta. 
Adairsville received its name from the 
Adairs, a powerful family of Cherokees 
who lived in Oothcalaga valley. There was 
no Calhoun at this early period, but Dal- 
ton, then in Murray county, was a place 
of 1,500 population and doing a great busi- 
ness. Dalton was first called Cross Plains, 
but afterward named after Mr. Tristan 
Dalton, a New England merchant. It will 
be seen that Calhoun is the youngest towy 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
When the railroad was constructed to the 
spot where Calhoun now is a station was 
located and called for several years Ooth.- 
calaga. John King, @f Augusta, owned 
the lot of land on which the town was 
afterward built. The state built the pres. 
ent depot and Mr. King had the Calhoun 
hotel built.’’

“Morgan-Rothsehild Combine Control the 
United States Treasury.” 


“REFINED GOLD AT A PREMIUM” 


“Only at Their Dictation Can New Bonds 
Be Issued, and the Syndicate 
Must Control Them.” 


From The Chattanooga Times. 

Chicago, May 7.—A speeial to The Post 
from Washington says: 

The discovery that there is an actual 
basis for the report that the Morgan-lRoths- 
child bond syndicate is conspiring to corner 
the gold market has been regarded as a 
foolish canard. It is a fact, however, that 
brokers representing this syndicate have 
peen paying a premium for the refined gold 
output of the private refineries throughout 
the west during the last two months, and 
that they are accumulating fine gold at 
the rate of $2,500,000 to $3,000,000 per month, 
which represents fully two-thirds of the 
entire gold output of the United States, 
The attention of officials of the treasury 
department was first attracted to the pe- 
culiar business by the sharp falling off in 
the deposits of gold at the mints, and in- 
quiry very soon developed that private par- 
ties were buying the product of the refin- 
eries. Further inquiry revealed that the 
metal was purchased and was drifting to 
New York, where it is being put in store 
to the credit of the Morgan-Kothschild syn- 
dicate. 

In order to divert the stream from its 
usual channels leading into the United 
States mints, the private purchasers have 
been obliged to pay a premium of \%u% 
cent. 

The premium paid for most of the gold 
was % cent, but so anxious have been 
the buyers to increase their lines and get 
everything in sight that they have marked 
up their quotations during the last few 
days. At the present time they are getting 
practically the entire output of the United 
Sates, excepting for the extreme western 
coast. 

Many long-headed men in Washington 
and Wall street, who are familiar with 
the methods of the parties composing the 
syndicate, have jumped to the conclusion 
that the foundation is being laid for an- 
other bond deal before congress: meets 
again. The last bond deal of $62,000,000 has 
been pretty well closed out, over $51,000,000 
in gold having been paid vut of the $4,- 
000,000, and it is generally believed that the 
entire deal will be cleaned up before the 
Ist day of August. 

Upon the terms of the contract with the 
treasury department the Morean-Rothschild 
syndicate has an option on any new bonds 
that may be issued by the government prior 
to October Ist next. The treasury is absue 
lutely in their hands until that date. If 
from natural causes or through chicanery 
and manipulation the administration is 
obliged to issue another batch of bonds to 
maintain the gold reserve, the sale must 
be méde to the syndicate that took the last 
issue. There is no escape from such action. 
It was nominated specifically in the con- 
tract signed by direction of the president. 
The clause in which the syndicate agrees to 
maintain the treasury reserve leaves the 
syndicate to be the judge as to what it can 
do in the premises or to what methods it 
shall adopt. If, in the carrying out of that 
moral obligation, the syndicate shall decide 
that the government must issue another 
$100,000,000 or $50,000,000 in bonds, the admin- 
istration will have nothing to do but comply 
with the terms. 

If the president does not wish to issue 
any more bonds at the dictation of the 
syndicate the reserve can be practically 
wiped out in ten days, and if then he should 
decide in self protection to put out more 
bonds he must sell them to the Morgan- 
Rothschild people, and nobody else. 

The new bonds are selling today in open 
market at 121%. They cost the syndicate 
1444, which would show a profit of 17 points 
in the operation, amounting in all to 3$1),- 
540,000. It would not be fair to say the syn- 
dicate made that much out of the operation, 
but it is very safe to estimate its profits at 
$8,000,000. 

The syndicate is hurrying the completion 
of its present bond deal with the govern- 
ment. It deposited over $1,000,000 today, 
which will bring the reserve up to very 
nearly $93,000,000. It will not have to com- 
plete these payments until] the Ist of Au- 
gust, but the operation may be closed up 
within a few weeks. That will leave the 
syndicate a free field. 
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SILVER IN MISSOURI, 


It Has Captured Both Parties and 
Rules the State. 
St. Louis Correspondent New York Herald. 

I rode three hundred miles on a train the 
other day and heard nothing but sliver talk 
from the beginning to the end of the trip. 
There was only one man in the car who 
did not pretend to know ali about it, and 
he had been refreshing himself with whis- 
ky and water at a ratio of about 16 to 1 in 
favor of the whisky, and therefore Was not 
in condition to argue. 

In the country towns I find that they talk 
Silver at the breakfast table; talk silver in 
the stores; talk silver as they lounge on 
the banks of the mountain streams and an- 
ele for the spotted trout; talk silver at 
Supper; talk it in the saloons at night; talk 
it going home, and again take up the 
theme with the duties of the next day. Il 
have no doubt most of the citizens of Mis- 
souri dream of silver at night, and so much 
are they in love with it, so bitter are they 
against gold, that it is doubtful if one of 
them would accept a peck of the yellow 
metal as a gift. 

In St. Louis the party is grouping itself 
into two factions rapidly. Those who op- 
pose Bland are called, regardless of their 
condition in life, ‘‘goldbugs,’’ while the 
others are known as ‘“‘the bimetallics.”

“No, sir; I never scratched a republican 
ticket in my life, nor even at the city elec- 
tion this spring, but since I have begun to 
read up on the silver question, I have con- 
cluded that party ought not to cut as much 
figure as the interests of the people.” 

“Suppose the republicans do not adopt a 
free coinage plank?’”’ 

“If they do not and the democrats do, 
nominating a good, free coinage man, I 
should not be surprised to see the latter 
carry every solitary state in the union.” 

“Including New York?’

HE WAS A BLIND TIGER SPOTTER 


It Is Charged That the Assailant Was Hir- 
ed by Those Whom He Had Reportsd 
for Selling Whisky Illegally.

Decoyed under the guise of friendship to 
a secluded spot, attacked suddenly from be- 
hind and beaten almost into insensibility 
was the strange experience of C. B. Friar, 
one of the best Known conductors in the 
employ of the Consolidated Street Railway 
Company, and but for lucky and unexpect- 
ed interference the young man would have 
probably been killed. 

The attack was made at a late hour 
Wednesday night, and, as Friar charges, by 
Ed Moore, who the coaductor declares was 
hired to murder him by a number of men 
who have been prosecuted for running 
blind tigers.

The detectives also are of the opinion 
that the attack was made at the instigation 
of those who have been recently fined for 
selling whisky filegally and they will make 
Strenuous efforts to get into the plot and 
open up the conspiracy. 

Friar has been working for the Consoli- 
dated three years and his nice appearance 
and alert attention to business have put 
him at the top of the list with the company. 

For some time war has been waged by 
the detectives on the blind tiger element 
and in the last two or three months a 
large number of arrests upon that charge 
have been made.

TENTS WILL DOT THE GREEN SWARD 


A Fine Plan on Foot to Give More Hotel 
Accommodations—How the Scheme 
Will Be Worked. 


If a splendid plan that is now on foot 
materializes the Soldiers’ home will be 
turned into a quasi-hotel and the’ space 
about the builiing will be dotted with 500 
white tents. 

The home and the tents will be used for 
confederate soldiers that may come to 
the €xposition and desire to lodge at as 
cheap a cost as possible. In fact, the plan 
goes further than the mere furnishing of 
tents. 

It is intended that those confederates sol- 
diers who are unable to pay for their sleep- 
ing place will be given the tents free and 
will be turnished two meals a day free— 
breakfast and supper. Those who are able 
to pay, however, will be expected to give 
some small sum in order to help out those 
Who are without money. The home will be 
on the order of a splendid hotel and the 
fuests in the hotel will pay a cheap hotel 
rate. It is not expected to contine the 
home to soldiers alone, but to those who 
Wish to board there, there will be room. 
The plan gives additional hope that the vis- 
itors here will be able to find sleeping quar- 
ters, 

The matter has been discussed by Mr. S. 
M. Inman, Mr. Charles d’Alvigny, Captain 
A. J. West and others. Mr. W. B. Burke 
took a deep interest in it also and tie 
idea was placed before the exposition peo- 
pie. President Tollier thought that the 
plan was a splendid one and it was given 
the hearty support of the eaposition. 

A matter to be considered is the securing 
of the home. From the gentlemen inter- 
ested it was learned that there will very 
likely not be the slighest objection, Nearly 
all of the commissioners have been seeu 
and nearly all of them agtee to the propo- 
Sition. A number of well-known attorneys 
have been consulted and they believe that 
there is no hindrance in a legal way. 

Ir it is a success there will be a general 

reunion of several months’ duration at 
the Soldiers’ hi: The old veterans will 
have a chance to see what was tendered to 
them by Atlanta and rejected by the state. 
On the battle ground traversed by the 
armies of Sherman and Hood, old soldiers 
can sit by camp-tires and retell the story 
of many a hard fought battle and many a 
Close hand-to-hand eneounter. 
Not Only is the plan a splendid one. but 
it is a picturesque one. ‘The many tents 
upon the green hills and under the spread- 
ing limbs of almost historic oaks Will Inake 
an inspiring picture. It will be the last 
meeting of many veterans and the mem. 
ories that grow dearer with passing years 
will be called again to mind with more force 
than ever. 
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It is a gigantic und: ttaking and will re- 
quire a lot of energetic work Within the 
next few months. Committees will be ap- 
pointed and the plan will be carried to a 
quick and successful conclusion.

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ADULTERATING DRUGS. 
E. L. Bergstrom Was Put Under a 
Bond of 8500. 

E. L. Bergstrom, manager of the South-

This oil was prescribed by Dr, Pope for a 
child. 

The oil did not have the desired effect 
and led to an investigation’ by Dr. Pope. 
He gave the bottle of oil to Dr. Sharp, who 
analyzed it and found that it was not pure. 
After a thorough analysis he swore out the 
warrant, which resulted in the arrest of 
Mr. Bergstrom. 

In speaking of the matter, Mr. Bergstrom 
says that it is one of spite and is the out- 
come of the prosecution by Maxwell Keely, 
who was prosecuted by the Southern Per- 
fumery Company. He says that the oil was 
sold by mistake.

WORK ON THE HOTELS 


ieakalia Were Laid for the Hotel 
Venable Yesterday. 


wR. INMAN IS HARD AL WORK 


He Is Negotiating with Several Parties 
Concerning the Building of Hotels. — 
Increasing the Aragon.

The work on the foundation of the Hotel 
Venable was begun yesterday morning 
when the first stones of the retaining wall 
were put in piace. 

From now on the work will be pushed 
with a vim and soon the handsomest hotel 
in America will be well under way. The 
big stones for the heavy foundation are 
now being taken from the quarries and will 
be sent to Atlanta ready to be laid in 
plac, 

It will probably be ten days or two 
weeks ‘before the first shipment is _ re- 
ceived, but from the time that the first car 
load of rock for the foundation is received 
the work will not lag. Progress will neces- 
sarily be slow, but the very fact that it 
is necessary to advance with care indi- 
cates that the hotel will be something more 
than an ordinary building. 

When completed it will stand as a mon- 
ument to the pluck and energy of Messrs. 
W. H. and Sam Venable, and will be an 
everlasting pride of the city and state. It 
will be a hotel that Atlanta will have to 
grow to. It is very likely that for many 
months, at least, the ten stories of the 
Hotel Venable will show above the sur- 
rounding buildings and will be for some 
time without a peer. 

In the meantime work is progressing on 
the old Gate City bank building. The scaf- 
folding was completed on Wednesday and 
on the same day the work of taking off the 
tap of the building, preparatory to adding 
to the walls, was begun. The scaffolding 
about the building gives it a very unique 
appearance. So tall is the scaffold work 
that at the top it looks very much like a 
network. 

A number of 
there and the force 


workmen are employed 
will be added to day 
by day, as the opportunity for increasing 
it comes. When completed the old Gate 
City bank building will fresent a splendid 
and imposing presence. 

They Are at Work. 

The members of the finance and public 
comfort committees are not losing any 
time’ in the matter of securing accommeoda- 
tions for exposition visitors. They are at 
work fourteen hours a day conferring with 
prospective hotel builders and parties who 
deal in hotel material and parties who own 
good eligible sites for hotels. 

Mr. S. M. Inman is working with great 
vigor in the matter. He has conferred 
with a number of gentlemen and has sub- 
mitted several propositions which may re- 
sult in some very satisfactory arrange- 
ments for the building of additional hotels. 
He has two or three propositions now in 
process of negotiation and good results 
may be reported soon. He is voting a 
great deal of his time to the matter, and 
‘is very much in earnest in bringing about 
some solution of the anticipated difficulty. 

Mr. Bell’s Work. 

Mr. Frank Bell, of the Aragon, stated 
yesterday that it was settled that the 
Aragon addition of about 200 rooms would 
be built. Not only will the ‘addition be 
built but another feature which will be 
received with pleasure by all Atlantians 
comes with it. It is a big ballroom, three 
times as large as any ballroom now in the 
city. Mr. Bell says there is great need of 
@ much larger ballroom than any now in 
the city, and he proposes to fill this need. 

“Our architect, Mr. Norrman,”’ said he, 
‘is busy with the plans for this addition. 
We are undecided as to whether or not we 
will have time to complete the addition on 
a permanent plan or whether it will be 
best to simply attempt to arrange it for 
temporary use and complete it afterwards. 
Our plan embraces about 210 rooms and will 
give us a big hotel. Still it will not be 
large enough to meet the demands that 
will be made upon us during the exposi- 
tion. 

“We will make quite a feature of our 
ballroom. Just such a thing is needed in 
This city, and it can be used not only for 
balls, but for conventions and banquets. 
We will have a movable stage at one end, 
which will make it very convenient. The 
plans will be completed in a Short time, 
when the work will begin.’ 

Improvement on the Markham. 

It is almost certain that an extensive 
addition will be made to the Markham. 
The lessees are now considering the mat- 
fer and will reach some decision soon. 

The addition is to be made in the rear 
of the present building. There is a large 
area of vacant space in the rear of the 
hotel, and it could be utilized for the site 
of several hundred more rooms. The lessees 
are not going to allow the opportunity eo 
slip and it may be relied on that they will 
utilize the ground. Negotiations have been 
pending between the lessees and the South- 
ern Railway Company looking to the lease 
of the first floor of the proposed extension 
to the Southern for use as an exposition 
railway station. It is not known what di- 
rection this matter has taken.

Very much, of course, de- 
pends upon what the state proves, but it 
is safe to say that there will be an array 
of witnesses summoned for the defense, 
Whether they testify or nat, And the 
chances lean strongly toward an introduc- 
tion of testimony by the defendant. 

At the last trial there was no evidence 
introduced for the defendant. Myers read 
his statement to the jury and the defense 
closed. This gave the defense the last 
speech, which was made by Mr. Moyers 
It was a magnificent argument as well 
as a subtle appeal, and was pronounced 
one of the finest speeches that has ever 
been made in the courthouse. When the 
Myers case will be tried is something that 
cannot be foretold.

It seems that Robert Gresham, an old 
negro fellow from middle Georgia, came 
to Atlanta with his two little grandchil- 
dren, He had promised them to bring them 
to Atlanta to the ¢ircus and accordingly 
sold two bales of cotton, punchased tickets 
for the party and reached the grounis here 
safely. Around the ticket office he tound 
an immense crowd. The old fellow was 
unused to the push, hustle, and jam of a 
great city and stood by unable to move 
either way. He could not leave his grand- 
children for fear that they might escape 
in some nearby blackberry bushes, and it 
was impossible to get through the crowd 
with them, He was weilenigh helpless. 

It was at this juncture that a polite, well- 
dressed negro walked up to the oid man 
and learned his troubles, The polite man 
was John Johnson. He offered to procure 
the tickets, received the $5, which was the 
last of the old man’s cottdn money, and 
disappeared in the crowd. The trio from 
middle Georgia waited patiently, then ner- 
vously and then became alarmed.

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WAY NOT HAVE IT?{HER: LONG LOST BOY 


Congress Has Provided for a Government 
Prison ip the South. 


BUT NONE HAS AS YET BEEN ERECTED 


It Is Expensive To Transport Southern 
Prisoners ardthe Climate Is Too Se- 
vere—Atlanta Ought To Have It. 


The importance of locating a _ federal 
prison in the south is every day becoming 
more urgent, and if the government fails 
tO Carry out the provisions of the law 
already passed it will be a great injustice 
to this section of the country. 

This is the concensus of opinion among 
the custom house officials. Congress has 
provided for the erection of a goverament 
prison in the south, and the only thing to 
be done is to select a site for the prison 
and make the necessary appropriation. 

Deputy Marshal O. E. Mitchell was seen 
at the custom house yesterday afternoon 
in regard to the federal prison. 

“The south should have a government 
prison by all means,’”’ said the chief deputy. 
“The congress of the United States has 
already provided for one, and the next 
is to build it. Prisoners from this 
Section of the country are rarely able to 
endure the vigors of the northern climate. 
and few of those who are sent off to the 
northern prisons return with their health 
uninjured. The location of a prisan in the 
south has frequently been discussed, and 
the public is familiar with the various 
reasons entertained for locating a prison 
in this section. The south is large enough 
and the need of one is sufticiently urgent 
to call for the necessary appropriation. It 
would be a great saving .to the govern- 
ment, aS large sums of money are ex 
pended annually in transporting prisoners 
to the Ohio penitentiary. It is very ex- 
pensive to the government to keep prison- 
ers in the county jails, and this is another 
item to be consi@cred. I should like to see 
the federal prison located in Atlanta.”’ 

Deputy Mitchell gave it as his opinion 
that over $16,000 was expended annually 
by the federal court for the northern dis- 
trict of Georgia in taking care of prisoners 
and transporting them to. Ohio. Twelve 
thousand dollars of this sum was paid 
over to the county jails. 

It Should Be Located Here. 

‘Atlanta is a good site for the location 
of the government prison. 

It is Situated in the geographical center 
of the southern territory and is conven 
ient to all southern states. It would be 
a matter of little expense or treuble to 
bring a prisoner to Atlanta from any one 
of the surrounding states, and the climate 
would be the same as that to which he 
had been accustomed. None of them would 
suffer on account of a change of climate 
It would be decidedly to the int the 
government to locate the federal prison in 
this city. 

The benefit, however, would not by 
means be one-sided. The erection ef 
prison would unloose a considerable 
of money in this section, and 
the cost of running it annually 
in the neighborhood of $150,000, 
would get the full benefit of this 
ture.

He Has Soceeeded in Making Atlanta 
a Port of Entry. 


HERETOIO2E IT HAS BEEN A FARCE 


Merchants Can Now Import Goods in 
Any Quantity, ana Pay the Duty 
in Atlanta. 


Mr. John D. Stocker, the surveyor of cus- 
toms, has carried his point at last and 
merchants who trade in foreign parts can 
receive their imported goods directly by 
paying the government's tariff at this 
port of entry. 

Heretofvure the goods have had to pass 
through the customhouse at New York, 
unless the shipment was one of unusual 
size, and the merchant has been sub- 
jected to great annoyance and expense. 
For a number of years the port of Atlanta, 


for various reasons, has been purely orna- | 


mental. The discriminations against it 
by the eastern railroads have made it im- 
possible for the port to do any business, 
as none of the railroads were willing to 
forward less than five thousand pounds of 
freight, 8iving the required bond. 

For this reason the Atlanta port has been 
idle for the want of business, Merchants 
have been forced to pay heavy duty in 
New York and to suffer numerous in- 
conveniences arising from delay and 
other causes. They have not been able 
to get their shipments through to Atlanta 
except in large quantities, and few mer- 
chants have had occasion to buy in such 
large amounts as to get them to Atlanta 
On these terms. 

“I have made arrangements,” said Mr. 
Stocker yesterday afternoon, “for getting 
all importeti articles forwarded directly to 
Aulanta without the intervention of the 
New York customhouse. Merchants can 
now order goods in any quantity and 
have them delivered at this port of entry, 
paying the duty on them in Atlanta, in- 
Stead of in New York. I have been at 
work on this scheme ever since I came 
into office. I was discouraged at first 
and it looked as if my efforts were sure 
to fail, But I have succeeded at last.’’ 

Mr. Stocker seems very much elated 
Over his success and a smile of satisfac- 
tion spread over his face as he contined: 
“I have made arrangemeits with the Clyde 
line of steamers, plying between New York 
and Charleston and they have agreed to 
forward all imported goods, regardless of 
the quantity in which they are ordered.” 

The surveyor further stated that ar- 
rangements had also been made for re- 
ceiving goods in Atlanta through the port 
at New Orleans, 

The merchants of Atlanta will no doubt 
be glad to hear of Mr. Stocker’s success 
in opening this port and they will aid him 
in building up a good trade. Many of 
them have been discouraged on account of 
the heavy duties imposed upon them and 
the treuble of getting their shipments 
through the customhouse. As it now 
they can get them in Atlanta at a much 
lighter cost, and if any errors are made 
they can be corrected without difficulty. 

This is a good stroke for the exposition. 
It will give it wider prominence and bring 
ont the international fcature more con- 
spicuously. The number. of foreign 
hibits will be increased by virtue 
arrangement and foreign trade in general 
will be greatly accelerated. 

Mr, Stocker now working to secure 
a bonded warehouse and thinks he will be 
able to get it.

$1,000,000 worth of stock in their company. 
The stock at. that time was worth some- 
thing over 50 eente on the collar. The Mis- 
sissippian accepted the preposition, had 
the stock issued to him, anf went to New 
York and sold it for over $2,000,000. 

The cotton seed oil compeny thought they 
lied secured a very valuable solution of 
the question that had heen perplexing them 
for vears and a-cordingly had a cargo of 
ection seed delintec by this chemical pro- 
cess. The cargo was shipped to Liverpool 
and when they went to unload it was 
found that it had al! run together and re- 
sembled tar. The action of the acid on 
the seed had completely ruined it. 

This shows how valuable the machinery 
new beirg built in this city will become. 
It has already been tried and tested and 
will no doubt enrich several Atlantians.
